F rom 25 to 4I) per cent of the tiation'K 
youth have been rejected in the drufl 
by reason of the fuet they don't uoino 
up to physical requirements. This sweep- 
\niX deficiency arrives in a nation which 
has a hiffh standard of livinpf co m pa ra- 
ti vcdy, and more doctors per thousand of 
population than any other nation in the 
vvoidfJ. It presents a challen^ye to all the 
public forces of conservation as wed I as 
tf^ the union leaders who direct the poli- 
cies of unions chari?eci with the res pons i- 
of conservin^r the manpower of the 
nation. 

V(TION AGAINST KAZAHI) 

I low vitally the question of health is 
wrapped up with the question of pi oduc* 
lion is illustrated by an occur re nee in n 
Seattle shipyard durinir last February. 
News of four deaths from yellow atrophy 
of the liver in a New York State pbuit 
manufacturing electric cables reached the 
ears of the w'orkers in the Seattle ship- 
yards. Electricians tn Seattle shipyards 
were using similar cable, and inasmuch as 
occupational skin diseases had oceurivd 
among some of them, shipyard workers 
became alarmed at the reports of this in- 
dustrial disease from New York. Fearful, 
the electricians threatened to strike. Stale 
health authorities persuaded them to post- 
pone action until an investigation could be 
made. Medical Director Louis Schwa rt'S, 
of the Division of Industrial Hygiene* 
immediately Hew to Seattle* where he ex- 
amined electricians In four yards. He dis- 
covered that yellow atrophy of the liver 
appeared only in the shipyard using the 
ofTending cable. Health protection was in- 
stantly instituted against the "cable 
rash*'' control measures were set up and 
the medical director was able to prevent 
serious time-loss due to a walkout in this 
Vital industry. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Pritchard* of the U. S. 
Public Health Service headquarters at

Washington* I). C.* believes that every 
union can perform a public service by set- 
ting up a health committee. Mrs, Pritch- 
ard sees clearly that good housing and 
good sanitary equipment me ahsotutely 
essential to the health of the workers, 
and believes that union officials* as they 
have done in the past* should continue to 
demand good housing and gorai sanitary 
measure.^. 

According la Mrs. Pritchard* the U. S. 
Public Health Service is fighting man- 
fully to keep down the death rate to the 
standard of 10.5 per 1,000 population. 
The Public Health Service is engaged in 
control measures, and their sei vice has to 
do largely with fighting typhoid, diph- 
theria, scarlet fever, smallpox and dis- 
eases that come from outside conditions. 
The Public Health Service has mobile 
T. H. units to deal in effective, prevent- 
ive and corrective measure.^ against tu- 
bciculosis. Plant doctors and nurses ap- 
pear to be almtist a necessity in this cam- 
paign against diseases. When a worker 
grow.s slightly ill* the oppommity pre- 
sents itself to Jtvoid a long peri^nl of lay- 
off by taking instant action and giving 
t he worker ivsl, and proper medical treat- 
ment. 

NEW IM.Afa'K— WAR NEl'ROSIS 

The war gives rise to a great many 
nervous diseases. In the first World War 
these nervous diseases were classed as 
shell shock. 1’hey are now spoken of as 
war neurosis. This branch of the Public 
Health Service is not as strong as the 
preventive branch. Mrs. Pritchard be- 
lieves that this branch of the service 
should be greatly widened and expanded. 

In England at the first sign of strain 
among the men of the R. A. F., furloughs 
are given. The men are then given a 
thorough rest and when they return to 


their base, they are given some other type 
of work to do before they are put back in 
the air. The same type of restful treat- 
ment is being given to the men in the 
Merchant Marine, where the work is es- 
pecially hazardous. Rest homes are being 
established for the men where they can go 
for rest ami recreation before returning 
to sea again. 

Now more than ever looms on the hori- 
zons of the world the threat of plagues 
and pandemics. Millions of men are at w^ar 
in tropics, and the tropics have been al- 
ways the source of plagues and fatal fe- 
vers. While every control is being exer- 
cised by the Army in the tropics to fight 
malaria* yellow fever and plague* when 
men are fighting it is not so easy to fight 
disease at the same time. 

Medical people fear mass migration of 
tropical disease. Every soldier may be a 
mobile reservoir of infection. Sound pub- 
lic health lu'ograms must be developed if 
the worbl escapes the ancient plagues. 

DEFEt TS REVEALED 

The wU\v rejection (^f men in the draft* 
thereby probing the basic weakness of our 
population to meet the world crisis, has 
surprised authorities. The major cau.se of 
rejection of approximately 290*000 out of 
1.000,000 Teen-age boys examined was 
eyesight. Other major causes were men- 
tal, muscufo-skeletal, ca r dm- va.se ular and 
educational deficiencies. Of the fir.si 2*- 
000,000 men examined, 50 per cent were 
rejected. After Pearl Harbor physical 
standards were lowered* but the lowest 
the rejections ever reached w'as about d5 
per cent. In the 45-year group H5 per cent 
were fouml unfit. 

Colonel Leonard G. Rowntree, chief of 
the medical division of National Selective 
Service, has commented on the condition 
of our national health. Colonel Rowntree 
says frankly that Americans are a pam- 
pered race* accinstomed to too many luxu- 
ries, You must begin with an individual 
early in his life to build him up in body 
and mind. 

Another authority, Colonel Theodore 
Banks, chief of the athletic and recrea- 
tion branch of the War Department, 
makes similar comment. He declares: 
"There are lots of lives being lost in the 
.Army because of the accumulation of fa- 
tigue and the lack of endurance and 
strength." 

The U. S. Public Health Service has 
faced all of the.se major pr<iblenis. It has 
is,sued a Manual of Industrial Hygiene* 
for example, because the Public Health 
Service believes that production is de-

pendent upon the basic health of 
the workers* Here are some com- 
ments on industrial diseases taken 
from the Manual of Industrial 
Hygiene: 

ELECTRIC WELDING 

One of the most significant 
changes in industry today is the 
greatly increased use of the electric 
welding arc* It ha*s revolutionized 
shipbuilding, and in doing so, has 
enormously increased the number of 
workers exposed to seHoiis hazards* 
Industrial medicine has known the 
potential hazards of welding for a 
long time, effective methods for con- 
trol are also kntjwii, but their ap- 
plication has been "too late and too 
little’^ in many plants* The supply 
of protective and control equipment 
has not kept pace with the demand, 
in some areas, it is true; but needs 
are too urgent to discount the fact 
that protective measures could have 
been, and should have been devised* 
Frequently, measures have not been 
taken to shield the arc and protect 
other worker*s in the vicinity from 
welding flash, or to remove toxic 
gases and fumes with local exhaust 
ventilation. Burns, dangerous ultra- 
violet radiations, severe and even 
fatal poisoning from oxides of ni- 
trogen fixed by the arc, metal fume 
fever due to zinc ox i tie fumes pro- 
duced when W'cl ding galvanized iron, 
carbon monoxide, and other toxic 
exposures, these are specific prob- 
lems which war lias iiiesenUd en 
masse for the first time in the ex- 
perience of many industrial phy- 
sicians* 

NEW TOXIC SUBSTANCES 

Another direct effect of the war upon 
the industrial hygieno problein is the Eub- 
*stitution of more toxic or new and un- 
known substances, for materials that have 
been proved less toxic* For example, ben- 
zine, with its known harmful properties, 
had been abandoned as a solvent by many 
industries* Now, benzine is being rein- 
troduced as a substitute for toluol, a rela- 
tively safe substance, which is an essen- 
tial ingredient in making TXT* A short- 
age of benzine, even, is threatened, which 
may revSult in the use of solvents of un- 
known toxicity or of toxic ha logon a ted 
hydrocarbons* Indeed, many new solvents 
have already appeared on the market, and 
although ii is claimed Lfmi they are non- 
toxic, some of them are in the chlorinated 
hydrocarbon group of chemicals. Certain 
members of this group^ — carbon tetrachlo- 
ride and trichloiethylene^ — ^are known to 
be toxic; in the meantime, the new sol- 
vents are being usetl without benefit of 
investigation. 

REINTRODICTIDN OF SILK' A S.VND 

Twelve years ago steel shot or grit was 
introduced widely H*‘^ nn abrasive in blast- 


ing opciations to repiuce silica sand. To- 
day silica .sand is being reintroduced as 
the result of steel shortages and the haz- 
ard of silicosis in blasting operations is 
again in the foreground, likewise, new 
dust hazards have been introduced where 
steel cutting instruments have been re- 
placed with silicon carbide instrument';, 

(T’TTING OILS 

The vast increase in the use of cutting 
oils has increased the occurrence of in- 
dustrial dermatoses. We have recently en- 
countered tw*o unusual cases of poisoning 
from cutting oils. In one, the cutting oil 
had been treated whh sulphur chloride; 
<iermatoses similar to chloracne resulted* 
In the second, sulphur had been added to 
the cutting oil; in the process, machine 
threads were cut with silicon carbide 
abrasive wheels; enough hydrogen sulfide 
wa*s thus liberated to cause poisoning* 

FAITGUE 

No iliscussion of the health hazards in 
the working environment would be com- 
plete without mentioning fatigue. Asso- 
ciated closely with fatigue is overtime. 
Stuiiies show^ that the effects of fatigue, 
whatever its origin, result In lessened 


production, increased labor turn- 
over, increased accidents and ubsen- 
teeism, and higher compensation 
costs. From two-third*s to three- 
fourths of the workers in key war 
iiidusti ie,s are putting in from 10 to 
12 hours overtime every w^eek. 
Studies both in Great Britain and 
in this country have showm that for 
sHfifnined production the optimum 
number of hours of work is 4 h in a 
six-day week. 

Also associated with fatigue is 
the disruption of eating and .sleep- 
ing habits among \vorkers employed 
on second and third shifts, espe- 
cially with change of shifts occur- 
ring too frequently. 

Physical fitness in the workers is 
the basic requirement for the re- 
duction of lost time due to fatigue. 
Proper adjustment of hour*s, im- 
provement of the working environ- 
ment, job simplification, reduction 
of noise, and provision of rest peri- 
ods with supplementary feeding will 
contribute to the control of fatigue. 

Improved nutrition is an impor- 
tant factor, not only in combating 
fatigue, but also in promoting a 
higher level Cf health. Up to now 
industx'y has paid little attention 
to the nutrition of worker*s* Some of 
our new'est plants arc making no 
provision for cafeterias in the estab- 
lishment, or even convenient to the 
pi a tit. Great Britain has harl to 
niiikc the provision of eating places 
ccmipulsory in all factories employ- 
ing 250 or more person s* Similar 
action may be expected in this coun- 
try if the pre.sent educational jn'o- 
gram fails to produce results. 

In certain localities nearly the entire 
population is dependent upon industry, 
so that the health of the industrial wwk- 
ers in such areas forms an inseparable 
part of the health and welfare of the 
community. Furthermore, it is now gen- 
erally conceded that if we are to advance 
in the development of physical and mental 
well being among workers, we must pay 
attention not only to the working en- 
vironment but also to factors associated 
with conditions outside the work place. iL 
is Ihercfore obvious that the health of in- 
dustrial workers is a matter of concern 
not only to industry but to the community 
at large. Thus, industrial hygiene takes 
on a new meaning and may be said to be 
public health applied to gainful workers. 

Social programs in recent years have 
increased our awareness of the role which 
illness plays in the causation of disability, 
dependency, and insecurity. In vie%v of the 
socio-economic implications of illness 
among workers, and the interdependence 
of industry and the community in which 
industry fimls itself, it seems that indus- 
trial hygiene may offer solutions for many 
of the problems in public health and *social 
security.

a cool Jf5,:iH5,r>03 in income. That'.s okay, 
isn't it, tbiptain? It's okay for you and 
for lho.se you repre.sent to make your idle 
out of this wai^ — but — dorTt let the wo^d^- 
eis keep anything. There's something 
wrong with a philosophy like that, Kick, 
it just doesn't jive. 

It's interesting to note, loo, that the 
Civil Aeronautics Board orderetl a t educ- 
tion in 1 ate of mail payment to your com- 
pany lunl also suggested a red uc lion in 
passenger rate. At least it's gratifying 
to know that sUq>s are being taken to re- 
duce bleeding of the American ptaude for 
your lieiielU.

Tlum there's that matter of "absen- 
teeism." iki plain Ricken backer. You seem 
to be doing your level best to smv seeds of 
animosity Indvvecn soldiers on the lighting 
fronts and workers on the production 
lines. You are helping to spread the 
vicious lies that the woi'kei's hi industry 
arc falling down on the job anti Unit labor 
legislation and uidnn rules me bolding 
down prodiielion. You've snaftpeil up a lot 
of figures on the absence of woj'kers from 
lheir lathes and grinders and lheir drills 
and y old VC used them without rhyme or 
reason tii paint as Idack a picture of the 
American worker as possible. Your luck 
of knowU'ilge of the true facts on absen- 
teeism mill production has been astound- 
ing. It is true that some persons stay 
away from wfuk, but this is the exception 
and not the rule. 



To listen to you, the average American 
would get the imisression that a large |>cm'- 
eentage of our workers are totally indif- 
ferent to winning the war and that they 
stay away fnmi work for no more serious 
reason than a hangover or because a 
blonde had them out for some fancy rug- 
cutting the night before* Did it ever occur 
to you, Captain, that a woikrr might be 
absent because he was too sick to work, 
or because he didn't have a room to sleep 
in, or for any number of other leasons 
beyond his control? 

Just take some honest figures — in your 
own industry for example. Careful in- 
vestigation has p revet I that three-ciuar- 
ters of ali absenteeism among men in 
industry is causetl hy illness* Illness of 
others in the family accounts for 8 ihu' 
cent. (If you've had to try to get a liuctor 
or nurse, or just a g^'irl in to help, any 
lime recently, you'll lealize how fair a 
figure this one isj Uiniculties in trans- 
portation aecoiinl for about 12 per cent* 
Miscellaneous, which talces in malinger- 
ing, among other I hings, accounts for a 
mere 2.8 per cent certainly not an im- 
posing figure. 

Now take a look at some productum 
figures, fid end. Oui‘ woikers mu Hi plied 
the "otal output of planes and tanks and 
ships and guns nearly five times from 
Pearl Harbor to the December of 1912. 
Tjabor, nmnag'ement and government 
shared in the responsibility but American 
working men and women opcratid tlie 
production lines and made them yield live 
times as much in volume. 

Take a look at wiiat some of our Army 
and Navy ollidalH think about the efforts 
of our production workers. Major General 
Milton A, Reck ford. Army commander in 
the area covering l^eimsylvania, iRda- 
ware, Marylaml and the District of Co- 
lumbia, gave a dix-ssing-down recently to 
the propagandists "who are trying to 
make us feel no one is doing any work." 
"That is untrue and unjust," he said. 
"The workers in the states under 111 y 
command are doing their Jobs as well as 
those on the fighting fronts," 

Major General Dawson 01 instead, of 
he Army Signal Corps, had this to say: 
“Tt is not the nations; It is not ammuni- 
tion in itself; it is not the generals that 
are going to win this war* It is the men 
ami women of the country as a whole who 
are wu)rking amt firoducing everything."

T oday we and our allies are fifrhtinir 
for the four fn^edonis ouUined by our 
Presitlent and confirmed both in tho 
Atlantic Charter and the agreement of the 
United Nations. They are, you remember: 
freedom of speech and expression * from 
dom of %vorship, freedom from Avant^ and 
freedom from fear. 

In a very real seTise, the four freedoms 
are inherent In tlie spii it anil |>urpi>He of 
science to M'hich you boys and girls have 
dedkatod your future. Tndeed, the inter* 
dependence of science and freedom is our 
hope for the future. «TeaUB gave ns that 
hope Avhen He said, shall know the 
truth and the truth shall make you free/^ 

MEN HAVE niEI) FOE TRUTH 

Without freedom of thought and its 
expression, science would not exist, and 
without science, could not hope for 
man’s ultimate freedom. Since the dawn 
of history, and probably in prehistoric 
eras, men have struggled and <lied for 
freedom to know the truth, that others 
might be free. 

One of the earliest accomplishniLtits of 
primitive ^'scientists” was to free man 
from the Avorship of magic and personal 
gods. Today, there is no fretalom of Avor- 
ship in many lands. More subtle, more ile* 
s tractive than physical restraint, is the 
spiritual enslavement which fastens 
man’s reverence upon the magic of a 
super-state and causes him to worshiTi 
false pei^sonal gods. 

Through science and its application, 
down thi’ough the ages, we have aj>“ 
p reached the third freedom' — freetlmn 
from w’ant. We know that now and here- 
after, our greate.st task will he to im [ele- 
ment the thinl freedom which the iberl 
dent defined as security "to every nation 
of a healthy peacetime life for its inhabi- 
tatits.” In so doing, we shall secure free- 
dom from fear, foi* just as science dis- 
pels fear of the unknoAvn, so the free peo- 
ples AAill cast out the powers of darkness 
which have deluded them and I'ulcd them 
by fear. 

Our great immediate task of wdnning 
the war, then, needs brains and skills as 
AA'cll as bodies and materials. For that 
reason, those w^ho have S]jecial talents 
must use them fully in the service of the 
nation, so that we may do our part tu 
make the world free and to Iniild a he t lev 
world. You 40 boys and girls who Iuiva^ 
been selected from hundreds of thou-sands 
of high school seniors by the Science Tal- 
ent Search will soon join that "ancient 
and honorable company of scholars” upon 
Avhose curiosity, and knowledge, and in* 
tegrity* so much depends. 

Perhaps some of you are wondering 
how it is that science, which is so bound 
up with the constructive force of freedom, 
must be directed toward the destructive* 
ness of war. I can appreciate your con- 
fusion, for those of us in the life-saving 
professions have more than once wit-

nessed the impri.sonmeni of tho great con- 
structive force of science by mairs in- 
human ity to man, Hut the first rule of the 
scientist is to test theory hy fact, inspira- 
tioTi by reality. And the reality today is 
that the enemy is at the door, arid if Ave 
do not beat him, there Avill bo no fi eedom 
for any of us. And so with all knowl- 
edge and skill, strength and courage, at 
our command, we light lum. 

EVEN IN UESTHUtl’HlN 

And, too, war — Avith all its destruction 
— is like a catalyzer that speeds a vnln- 
uhle reaction. Right iioav, the life-saving 
sciences are making great strides in de- 
fense of our lighting forces and oui' in- 
dustrial army. New knowledge i.s being 
sought, foinul, and applied — to heal the 
wounded, to protecl us again sL such dis- 
eases as malaria and tyjdius fever, to pro- 
vide an enormous su|iply of blood plasma, 
to prevent poisoning from Lbe chemicals 
and metals used in the war industries. 
Right now, the newer seknet* of nutrition 
is advancing into new liehis. Ami it is 
behig applied, now, on a wider scale than 
ever before both in this country and 


Avherever the UniUul Nations are fight- 
ing. 

Jn other fields, incredible changes have 
taken place during the past two years. 
Whole new industries have sprung to 
giant size — for the immediate purpose of 
winning the W'ar; but they present a vision 
of future accomplishment for peaceful 
purposes that is truly dazzling. A iioav air 
uge is envisioned j the plasties industry 
[iromises almost miraculous changes in 
our ways of living; new methods have 
been ikivoloped which cut the time needed 
to manufacture a ]iroduct ti’emendously. 
In addition, Ave have more machine tooLs, 
more metal refineries, and more electric 
IHJwer than ever before. True, these enor- 
mous physical resources, along with all 
our manpoAA^er and w'omanpowxu', are now 
devoted to the task of av inning the Avai'. 
But after the war is won, they can be 
turned into a poAverful constructive force, 
And our scientists must tell us how to use 
this gi eat industrial machine for the 
health ami happiness of the world, 

Sni’lNt’E AGAINST DISEASE 

MeariAvhile, on the health front, re- 
search of a fundameutal and practical 
sort must continiiE^ if we are to improve 
and kee]! our ascendancy ovei* the diseases 
t hat we luiiJAv how to control, and to bring 
under subjection diseases that are still

our major pUiprue. Many of the s^reat 
[iluKuas of human history are no loiij^er 
in the headlines, despite the disturbed 
state of the warring world. We may thank 
the auccessful application of science for 
the fact that such diseases as diphtheria, 
cholera, typhoid fever, and smallpox have 
so far receded that vve can, ftnd nre, keep* 
inu them down, throujjh control methods 
tried and true. We may thank science for 
the methods now beinir directed toward 
the control of .syphilis, j^omu rhea, typhus 
fever, and yellow fever^ — methods worked 
out lalKiriotisly, and with cost ani! 

sacrifice in the years past. 

Still, much remains to be done by our 
scientists nou\ untl in the future by you 
and your coI]eaj^ues. fhincer remains one 
of the irreat medical mysteries, for which 
neither cause, prevention, nor certain cure 
is known. More knowledj^e is needed with 
resiK^'t to human nuirition, the feeding of 
domestic animals, and the production of 
food. And the very Industrial develop- 
ments which promise so juuch for better 
living, offer threats to the lives of the 
workers in the form of poisonous sub^ 
sUinces ami hazardous processes. Con- 
stant research i.s neede<l in this held, and 
is going on now* Few of us realize that be- 
fore vve can produce synthetic rubber suc- 
cessfully, we must learn how to protect 
the workers from the chemicals u.sed. Few 
realize that the new spiH.*ds and heights of 
air transport require protection of pilot, 
crew, and passengers from the effects of 
high altitude dying. 

And, in the application of knowlecige 
already gained, the health professions 
need more trained people for the eternal 
vigilance war demands. We can expect 
plagues to rise again - md rieeessarily new 
<iiseases, but old plagues new in violence, 
spreading rapidly due to the changing 
conditions in the upset world. The abili- 
ties of those who are to prepare for a 
medical or public health career, particu- 
larly those of you who have the rare gift 
of creative inquiry, will be Jieedcd as never 
before in keeping the free world healthy* 

AW of our health pn>hlems are not con- 
cerned with enemy bombs and bullets, dis- 
ease germs, or even ordinary sanitation, 
with which we stimggle in peace as in war. 
In that connection, 1 want to tell you a 
story J heard at a conference sponsored 
by the Fhiblic Health Service the other day 
in New York. 

MAl^Y STIC.\WS HRFAK SAILOR 

It is the story of a .sailor in the British 
mercham marine, hut it could be the story 
of any of the brave men who are facing 
constant danger, day and night, to carry 
food, ammunition* and other supplies 
overseas. This man had been at sea for 
two and a half years without a vacation* 
He had been through many bad enemy 
attacks. One of his ships had been tor- 
pedoed* He had seen other ships and other 
men lost, lime after time. But he did not 
crack up. 

On his last voyage* there were umny 
delays in getting the ship loaded; ship’s 
stores had been removed before .she sailed ; 
she ran aground in the harbor; the re- 


frigeration broke dti wn while 
the ship was in the tropics; 
fooil mil low — a w'hole .series 
of irritations. Gur seaman 
began to have symptoms of 
stomach ulcer. 

Then, one night w^hile su- 
pervising the loaiiirig of the 
.ship in New York harbor, he 
collapsed with terrific ab- 
dominal pain* He was l ushed 
to the hospital, where the doc- 
tors made a thorough exam- 
inatii^tn, but could lind 
symptoms of stomach ulcet' o' 
any other so-called physical 
disease. Yet, he was a sick 
man, and in real pain. .*\fler 
two weeks, he was better and 
was discharged as physically 
sound. They told him to ‘'rest 
uj) for his nerves'^ ami turned 
him loose to wander aroun I 
New York. His hoard ami 
lodging w^ere paid; he was en- 
tertained at canteens and 
given free theater tickets; but 
he hadn't a nickel for subway 
fare or cigarettes. Ih" was de- 
spondent and knew he wasiiT 
well, in spite of the dean hill 
of health from the hospital. 

Finally, be came to the at- 
tention of a psychiatrist, a 
doctor who undei^tands men- 
tal distress as ^veil as physical 
illness. .After talking for a 
few* minutes about his imme- 
diate worries, the seaman sud- 
denly came out wdth a ter ride 
blast against bis last skipper, 
and for 10 minutes pimred out 
a mass of hostile talk against 
the skipper, w*ho, he felt was 
incompetent, dishone.st, and 
with no regard for the men 
serving under him. 

“\V VR NERVES" ARE REAL 

That man's story show'ed the psychia- 
trist a number of things, chief among 
them that healthy men and women cannot 
stand danger, fatigue, .strains of many 
kinds, indefinitely and without relief, and 
md do some damage to body and spSHt- 
and hence to the very cause we all serve* 
The man's underlying resentment against 
his boss show'ed the psychiatrist, too, that 
a healthy man can fight on against over- 
whelming talds and not crack up unless 
he feels a sense of injustice, in this case 
that the boss was not hadiing after the 
men properly. This story showed the psy- 
chiatrist a fundameiilal ease of "‘w'ur 
nerves”^ — a condition which many healthy 
men and women will .suffer before the war 
is over; a condition of which no one need 
lie afraid or ashamed; a condition W'hich 
can be prevented and cuicd. 

The story showed me .something more: 
The importance of good leadership to high 
morale — ^mental health, if you like* Good 
leadership^ a boss who is competent ami 
interested in the men ami women on the 
ji>b with him — “is just as important to the 
war worker as protec Htm again.st poison- 


ous fumes. For there is no more ilanger- 
ous poison than resentment* Good leader* 
.ship is just as impurtant to the health of 
the fighting man as protection against 
malaria or typhus fe%'er* For there is no 
more virulent disease than hidden hate. 

The theme of this Science Talent Insti- 
tute is science and the future, A^ou boys 
and girls will be spending the next years 
learning technical jiridicicncy in various 
branches of science, learning to contrib- 
ute to the world's knowledge through new 
discoveries in your chosen fields, i hope 
I hilt many of you will join us in the fight 
for human health and happiness. We shall 
need you, and lhous''mls more of your 
generation— in the iaboratory* in the hos- 
pital, in the field, and most of all in the 
troubled hearts of men and women every- 
w^here. The youth of the entire United 
Nalimis will be needed to bind up the 
wounds, heal the sickness, and feed the 
starved bodies of the millions in Europe 
and Asia, and around the globe. They wdll 
look to you and your co-workers among 
our allies for succor. Doctors, dentists, 
nurse.Sj technicians, research scientists, 
experts In many fields will be needed in 
untold numbers* This is no idle dream*

giK hIs ” g r 0 u \} of i n dustr i e s ( steel , m a c h i n - 
cry, metal products, shipbuilding* planes, 
traiusportation equipment, ami the like) 
our 1942 output was up 30 per cent over 
1041 ami 81 per cent over 1940, while dur- 
ing January and February of UM3 pro- 
limdJnn of durable goods was again up 
one-third over that of the corresponding^ 
months of 1942.

MARCHING HOME 


L abor unions have already made 
plans to make the passaire of union- 
soldiers back in to ranks of union 
workers, if not easy, not ditikult. Con- 
gress and other agencies are also making 
plans. 

Confidence that the government will 
take steps to protect the social security 
rights of men in the armed services is 
growing as arguments for such action 
are being voiced both in anti out of 
Congress. 

3n a message to Congress, September 
14, President Roosevelt recom- 

mended enactment of the necessary legis- 
lation incident to preserving insurance 
protection for servicemen under the Social 
Security Act. In its ISUl and 1942 annual 
reports the Social Security Board urged 
measiires to safeguard servicemen *s in- 
surance rights. Organized labor, b<ith the 
American Federation of Labor and the 
Congress of Industrial Organizations, are 
urging such protection as part of their 
current campaigns for expansion and lib- 
eralization of the -social security system. 
And pending in Congress are a number of 
bills aimed at this general abjective. 

FUTU R K J 1 :< ) I * A H D1 ZED 

“We are confronted,^* Acting Federal 
Seeurily Administrator Watson B. Miller 
tolfl the Federal Bar Association last fall, 
^Svith the fact that iTKm in the fighting 
forces and men and women in government 
establishments who have come from jobs 
covered by the old-age and survivors in- 
su ranee system are for the time receiving 
no credits under the Social Security Act, 
and their ultimate benefits under the Act 
ai^e, ihercvfore, jeopardized. We hope for 
legislation to cure this situation.’* 

Forty-one slates and Hawaii already 
have taken action to “freeze** the unem- 
ployment compensation status of covered 
workers entering the armed forces, and 
the rest are expected to do the same. No 
such action has been taken so far to pro- 
tect such workers in their rights under 
the fcdera11y-operate<l old-age and surviv- 
ors insurance system, Cnder the social 
security law all government workers, I ti- 
ed uding, of course, those in the iirined 
forces, arc excluded from active coverage 
under the old-age and survivors insurance 
title of the law. 

If men and women have entered the 
armed services from jobs not now covered 
under the Social Seimiity .Acl^ — persons 
such as farmers, farm workers, self-em- 
ployed, housewives, and public servants — 
their status is not affected. These continue 
to remain outside the social security sys- 
tem. If, how'ever, they have entered from 
“covered” employment — that is employ- 
ment in commerce and industry — their 
eligibility for retirement benefits and that 
of their families for survivors* benefits 
will be impaired if no action is taken. 

TH E NOT- YET-KM PLOY 111) 

Hundreds of thousands of young men 
and women who have entered the armeci 
services fresh from school or college like- 
wise woultl lose out, since if they had not 
gone into military service they might have

been earning social security protection in 
private industry. 

Benefits under old-age and survivors in- 
surance are geared to the %vorker*3 earn- 
ings in jobs covered by the system (most 
jobs in business and industry are cov- 
ered). What monthly benefits he receives 
at age 65 or ^vhat his widow and children 
receive if he dies before then depenti on 
his average wage or salary from covered 
jobs and the number of years he worked 
in covered employment, since lUSfJ (or 
since he was 21). Any period of time in 
which he has not worked in covered em- 
ployment thus lowers his average wage 
and his ultimate benefits, and may result 
in the loss of his right to any benefits. 

Take the case of Worker John Doc, age 
2G. Tic i.s man ied and has two minor chil- 
dren. He had w^orkcMl as a foundry man for 
live years at an avei'agc wage of $150 a 
month and on January 1, 1942, he en- 
toreti the armed forces. If he had die<l 
then, his widow and two children would 
have been able to collect $55.13 a month 
until the younger child %vas 18. If he died

If Worker 
John Doe dies while in the service after 
July 1, 1947, no insurance payments un- 
der the Social Security Act would be tiue 
or payable to hi.^ widow ami children be- 
cause his extended period of insurance 
status would have expired through the 
lapse of over five years from covered em- 
ployment, Moreover the period in the 
service will operate to lower the average 
wage after John Doe returns to covered 
employment so that future benefits would 
be smaller than otherwise, Bence, as the 
law .stands now, there is a permanent pen- 
alty involved in all cases of workers enter- 
ing the iirmcfi forces,

It is the 
Douglas Ham on the French Broad River* 
liO miles from Kmix^ville* anci It stands as 
a monument to the enterprise of the work- 
ers of TVA and the nianaj^enicnt of TVA, 
for it holds the world^s record in dam con^ 
structicm. The dam was completed in 12 
months and l^) days. Douglas Dam heat 
the other WTirld reccird held by the Chero- 
kee Dam, al.so in the Tennessee Valley. 
Six thousand union workers made the 
Uougla.s Dam record possible. Recognition 
of this service was made by David Lilien- 
thal, cfmirjnan (vf the Tennessee Valley 
Authorily. Imlividual citation.s of work- 
ers were made at this celebration. 

t-ongress approved Utmglas Dam on 
February 1* 1JJ42. TVA engineers prom- 
ised that the dam would be built in 13 
months. That promise was faithfully kept 
and the lime cut by twci W'eeks. This re- 
markable record was possible because 
seasoned con.struction crews were moved 
rapitlly from other completed stmctures 
to the Douglas Dam site.

States.

Should anyone care to investigate he 
will find that there are instances in %vhith 
recent college graduates, lawyers, and in- 
structors have been placed in admin isti'a- 
live |iesi Lions and other positions of re- 
sponsibility merely because they have hatl 
the benefit of a university etlucatiom 
I have the highest respect for formal 
education; however* because of rny expe- 
riences 1 am convinced that there me 
many ways of obtaining an ediicatkm 
other than thnsugh university training* 
The situation may be summed up as fol- 
lows: We are to a large extent feeling the 
effects of the inlluenees of formal Iy-i*ilu- 
catecl Utopian dreamers* and the illusions 
of idealists who have not had the benefits 
of practical experience. 

I cite as one of the reasems for my con- 
dusimis an ifistance in which one of the 
government agencies supervised the con- 
struction of a transmission line costing 
several millions i>f dollars* The man in 
charge of the project, representing the 
government* confessed that he hiul never 
supervised the building of a transmission 
line. It can readily be seen how much tur- 
moil, inefficiency, and lack of coord inathm* 
such an arrangement can create*

There is likewise a common belief that 
a successful business man can likewise be 
a successful administrator of u govern- 
ment agency or bureau. This same line of 
reastming is held with regard to profes- 
sors. There can be no question that a man 
with practical experience wdio does not 
have the benefit of a formal education ean 
acquire a great deal of information from 
business men and from professors. Yet, 
it is fdao a fact that business men. profes- 
sors, and the like, can acquire a great

union of science and practi- 
cal experience in government 
administration 

deal from the i>eople who have had prac- 
tical experience, for education is a proc- 
ess* not a thing. In the strict sense, it 
cannot be said that any man is an edu- 
cated man* At best it can be said that one 
man has more education than another 
and that one man is etfucated in a certain 
field, another in a dilTemit field. One man 
may be well versed in the art of Jaw, an- 
other in medicine, another in engineer- 
ing, another in electricity, and another in 
shoe-cobbling* A marTs time of learn tng 
never ends, be remains a *student until his 
death. 

ft is my opinion that no man, regaidless 
of what his formal education may be, W'ho 
has not had practical experience, ean vis- 
ualise the problems affecting the manual 
workers, the office workers, and the farm 
workers, unless and until he has felt the 
effects of the experiences and suffered the 
privations and hartlsbips to which many 
of such ivorkers are subjected. 

There is in Washington a theory that 
because there is established what is 
known as tripartite committees for deal- 
ing with labor relations that labor has 
equal representation on such committees. 
Equal representation means proportion- 
ate representation and certainly, by no 
stretch of the imagination, can it be said 
that economists or other formally-educat- 
ed individuals represent as many people 
as do representatives of labor unions. Nor 
can it be siiid that the employer repre- 
sentative represents anywffiere near the 
number of petqde that the labor repre- 
sen tiitive does, 

WHAT ‘THE liHlFESSOU" I.At KS 

The public representative is usually an 
economist or some other formally-educat- 
ed man who in most inst^inces has had the 
good fortune of having been born of par- 
ents of sufficient wealth to send him 
through grade *school, high school and 
college, without his getting any of the 
practical experience of having to earn 
his way through school. There are com- 
paratively few instances in which a pro- 
fessor ha*s had the experience of working 
shoulder to shoulder with the great 
masses of the working |>eopks His point 
of view' is not the prdnt nf view of the 
w'orker, for his face and hands have never

been besmudged by the grease and dirt 
acquired hy a day^ toil in the factory, the 
shipyard, or on the construction line. His 
point of view' is not the point of view of 
the woi'ker, for he has not had the oppm'- 
tiurity of trudging home with the lineman, 
the machinist, or the riveter and thus 
learning their philo.sophies of life and 
their problems. His experiences are usual- 
ly con lined to a study of books on social 
philosophy, with the resultant inclination 
to lean towaird the employe r\s point of 
view if and when there is any occasion to 
decide hetween management or labor. 

While I am not prepared to give ap- 
proval to the liuia^aucratic system of gov- 
ernment, I do bidieve that, ba.sed on the 
above observations, if we are to be gov- 
erned in such a manner, labor should have 
proportionate representation. There is a 
possibility that if the thoughts of the two 
forces ( the ftu'ccs of those who have had 
formal education and the forces of those 
who have had practical education) could 
be combined, the answers to many of our 
problems ctmid be found. However, 1 am 
convinced that wherever the professor has 
the balance of power this is impossible, 
since by trait the professor is naturally 
dominating. 

Another one of my observations from 
my experiences in Washington is that 
there is a luck of information as to what 
agency of government is the proper agen- 
cy to deal w'ith a particular matter* Ke- 
eently the magazine "Iron Age'* published 
an article with reference to a situation at 
Scranton, Pa., in which it w'as said: 

*^Since the first of the year letters 
have bwn written to 400 officials of the 
Army* Navy and WPB, setting forth in 
detail, in many instances with charts 
and hgurcfi, wiiat Scranton has in sur- 
plus electric power, labor, sites, trans- 
portation, etc,'*

“America, Russia, and the 
Communist Party in the 
Postwar World/’ 

C OMPRESSED in n little book of less 
thsin 100 pap:es is the whole question 
of rebitions of labor ami democratic 
Americii to Hussia anti the communists. 
American workers can be ratified that 
this is an all-unton ji»h, ft is an official 
publication of the American Pedemtion 
of Teachofs. At its last annual conventicm 
the federation authorized ks executive 
council lo create a ctniimissioti tm educa- 
tion anti the pt)st-war world. This com- 
mission is made up of .fohn L. Childs, 
(ieor^e S, Counts, John M, Fewkes, Selma 
M. Rorchardt and Irvin R, Kueiizli, 

This little volume is the work of this 
commission, published by the John Day 
Company, New York. (Price, The 

book is a model of clarity, realism and ob- 
jectivity. There is no effort to blink any 
of the serious aspects of the problem, or 
to shirk any of (he iluLies of such a re- 
sponsible commission. U states fairly the 
case foj' Russia and the United States, 
ami takes the positiem that the future of 
the %vorld depends largely upon these two 
great nations who must learn how to work 
together without sacrifice of their internal 
organizatitms if peace is to come to the 
troubled globe. 

On the other hand, the position of the 
commission is that the American C'om- 
iiiuiiJsL Paity, insleatl of working' sanely 
for a good relationship between the two 
countries, really stands in the way of such 
a good relaticmship ami poisons at its 
source the beginning of entente cor diale. 
In this book is the best non-tech nical de- 
scription of Marxian socialism that we 
know. It shows how this concept b foumi- 
eil upon abject materia Ibni and abject 
unethical practices. 

The American Communist Party b not 
in fact a party, says the report, but an 
arm of the Communist inter national con- 
trolled from Moscow. The aim of the Mos- 
cow International is world revolution, 
whereas the Soviet Union floes not appear 
interested In world revolution and is train- 
ing its youth in patriotism and national- 
ism. This is what the report says about 
t he com munis Ls i n A me r i ca : 

*‘ln its cffiori to capture for its purposes 
both governmental and voluntary agencies 
and organisations, the American Com- 
munist Party has developcfl an amazingly 
detailed pattern of action. It deliberately 
schools Its members in the techniques of 
capture, and requires them to allot a 
large portion of their time and energies 
to this kind of work. They arc trained in 
the art of public speaking, in the mastery

of the tricks of partianientary tactics, in 
the ways of delaying and speeding up ac- 
tion in public meetings, in the methods of 
wearing down opponents and of confusing 
issues, in the techniques of creating divi- 
sion, particularly by the introduction of 
resolutions cunningly devised for the pur- 
pose, and generally in an ever-developing 
variety of means by which the procedures 
of democratic group deliberation and de- 
cision can be manipulated by a minority 
in order to attain predetermined ends. 

“Prior to any important meeting or con- 
vention they hold a caucus of the members 
who are to attend in onler to outline both 
the strategy and tactics to be followed in 
gaining whatever results are deemed im- 
portant for the Patty. Ry circulating ru- 
mors, or by tlirect attack, they iiiisrepT’e- 
sent both per,sons ami measures; in simi- 
lar fashion they seek to build up the rcpU“ 
tations of those who are subject to their 
control ami whom they would elevate to 
positions of leadership. They will go to 
almost any length to discredit leaders 
who refuse to cooperate wdth them in 
those organizations whose work they con- 
sider vital to their own program. Believ- 
ing as they do that the end justihes the 
moans, they have developed into a fine 
art both the defamation and vilification of 
character, and the enhancement and 
building up of reputations, I n fine, the use 
of these techniques of capture, manipula- 
tion, and control, possible only in a regime 
of liberty, constitutes an attack on the 
moral foundations of .American democ- 
racy.” 

The report goes on to say that the com- 



munists have spreati confusion and creat- 
etl division in the ranks of organized labor 
and all stadal, liberal and political move- 
ments. 


“One World” 

This is a book by Wendell L. Willkic, 
Apart from the fact that this book is a 
book of adventure around the world, an 
airplane trip in 160 hours, visiting many 
CQuntrie.s of strange and bizarre content; 
apart from the fact that it is a canvas 
crowded with persunuUties already in the 
news, including General Montgomery, 
Stalin, Madame Chiang and many others; 
apart from the fact that it dramatically 
tells of battles and secret conferences 
with kings and premiers, it is an inter- 
esting record of the reeducation of a 
provincial America. 

Wendell Willkie, the Indiana farm boy 
of German descent, decided that in a 
world as small as this it was essential 
that someone fhid out what the world is 
doing and thinking at first hand, and he 
undertook this mission in a bomber with 
the President's consent, 

The book is written simply, interest- 
ingly ami vvithtmt pretense. Mr. Willkie 
says that his trip around the woi ld “gave 
me some new and urgent convictions and 
strengl honed some of my old ones. These 
convictions are not mere humanitarian 
hopes; they are not just idealistic and 
vague, Tiiey are based on things I saw 
and learneil at first hami, upon the views 
of men and vvomcn, important and anony- 
mous, whose heroism anti sacrifices gave 
meaning and life to their belief,” 

Mr, Willkie anived in Cairo when 
e V e V y one, includ i ng news p a p e r m e n , 
thought that Egypt wnis lost to the Ger- 
mans— every one except General Mont- 
gomery, who predicted with decisiveness 
— We will defeat Rommel, 

He visited Turkey and reports vividly 
the rise of this nation out of medievalism 
to a modern state. He recalls, “When the 
Axis radio during my visit complained of 
my presence in Turkey, I told the news- 
papermen that the answer was simple: 
Hnvite Hitler to send to Turkey, as a 
ropresentative of Germany, his opposition 
candidate/ “ 

Thi."* reviewer finds Mr. Willkie’s report 
on Russia the most acceptable and most 
convincing he has read, and he has read 
many. “The Hu.^sian individual." he savs, 
“like all individuals, naturally finds some 
good in a system that has improved his 
own lot, ami has n tendency to forget the 
ruthless means by which it has been 
brought about. This may be dilRcult for 
an American to believe or like," 

Apart from this point of view, Mr. 
Willkie belkwes that there are three 
reasons for knowing more about Russia 
and learning to coopemte with Russia. 

“1, Russia Is an effective society- It 
works, U has .survival value, 

“2, Russia is our ally in this war, 

“;k We must work vvith Russia after 
the war. At least it seems to me that 
there can be no continued peace unless 
we learn to do so," 
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Mi\ Willkie points out that productivity 
of each imiivuhml Russian war worker is 
k(wer than that of the worker in the 
United States. 

Mn Stalin told Mr, Willkie that he be- 
lioves “that tme of the most efTective 
methods of ilestroying faith in Hitler’s 
invincibility throuj^fhout Europe was in 
continumis air-raid bombinfc of German 
cities and of German-held docks and 
factories in the conquered countries.’' 

He concluiles his comments on Russia 
with: “Russia is a dynamic country, a 
vital new society, a force that cannot be 
bypassed in any future world. This book 
is rich in such report in^^ 

One of the important contributions this 
book makes is to point nut that there 
can be no decent peace unless the peoyile 
of every country arc taken into con* 
sideratioiu II(‘ brings the surprising news 
that even in dictatorial countries the 
dictator keeps in close touch with what 
his people are thinking, “As a matter of 
fact, in every absolntely governed coun- 
try 1 vis i tell* the go\^ermncnt had elabo- 
rate melhotls of determining what the 
people were thinking. Even Stalin has his 
form of ’(hi II up Poll/ and it is recorded 
that Napoleon at the height of his power, 
as he sat astride his white hoi^e amid 
the smoldering ruins of Moscow, anxiously 
waited for his daily courier’s report of 
what the mobs in Paris wei‘o thinking/’ 

U is Mr. Winkle's thesis that people all 
over the woj'ld are thinking alike today. 
They are asking for liberation from the 
slavery of imperialistic countries. They 
want abolition of racial e. delusiveness. 
The application of equality applied to 
America between individuals must be ap- 
plied to all nations. 

He concludes with the declaration that 
the American stantlard of living can not 
bo maintained after the war unless there 
is a free flow of commerce between all 
nations. 


“A Dynamic Capitalism” 

This is a hook that emphaUcally be- 
longs to tomonow. It is written by an 
electrical engineer who has hatl wide ex* 
perience in this country and in the 
countrie.s of Europe, He undertakes to 
apply the principles of engineering to 
the economic system and particularly to 
the hit-and-miss taxation system that has 
grown up in the United States. Like all 
revolutionai'y books, this book no doubt 
has flaws in it. that will be instantly recog- 
nisied by its readers but it is a book that 
no one should wish to overltRik. this re- 
viewer belie VGSj inasmuch as it is a 
genuine attempt to apply science to the 
problems of living. 

The central point in this book by C'. 
William Hazelett is based on what he calls 
incentive taxation. Being a poww engi- 
neer he contends that power is the result 
of volume of water moving at a given 
velocity against turbine wheels. lie be- 
lieves this is the fundamental principle 
involveii in a sound econornic system, 
namely, volume plu.s velocity in the move- 
ment of money, which in turn represents 


labor . Prosperity to Mr, Hazdett. and of 
course to many other modern economists, 
depends on movement of money and not 
upon the amount of money hidden aw^ay 
in the ground or in banks. 

Just as Hi'Tiry George fornnilated the 
system of the single tax on the principle 
that land unused should be heavily taxed, 
while land used .shouUl be free f rom taxa- 
tion in order to stimulate business, Mr. 
Hazdett bdieves that money used should 
be compararivdy free from taxation, 
while idle money should be heavily taxed. 
By this means idle money is driven out 
into the economic system, juit to use 
creating goods, which in lurn can be 
bought by worker.s who are em|dnyed. He 
iidieves that incentive taxation is the 
greatest insti n mentality to get that aim 
of labor, namdy, full employment. 

Of course such a proposal wipes out 
all the other fonns of taxation over 
which men quaiTd, such as sales tax, in- 
come tax, capital levy, etc. Such a tax, if 
applied, of course tends to change the 
whole ec<inomic system, nr indicate a 
change that has proceeded such a form 
of taxation, and ,Mr, Hazdett somewhat 
confusingly inidor Lakes to visualize this 
new world which would adopt the prin- 
ciple of taxing idle money. 

One fallacy we believe that we have 
discovered in Mr. Hazelett’s book is the 
theory that a rise in wages neCG.ssarily 
means a rise in prices, ITo\veverj in his 
intense belief in full employment, in his 
intense belief in a high stanilard of liv- 
ing, in his intense belief in the imwer of 
consumers cm the economic system, he 
surely is a part of the present generation 
and is making a contribution to economic 
thinking. 

As a matter of fact, labor in this coun- 
try for 50 years has accepied in piece- 
meal, pretty nearly all of the principles 
involved in Mr, IJazdett’s present book. 
However, such a book mu.st be technical 
and this reviewer has not had the time 

review teehnical aspects of it. nor 
pas.s on its practical formulae. It is 
surely a book which should not be over- 
looked by labor people. 

Here are some challenging quotations 
from Mr, Haztdett’s book; 

“fneentivLsm is a system and philos- 
ophy of government and it,s leadership. 
It i,s gITered as a pi^actical alternative to 
fascism, socialism, communism and lais- 
sez fa ire capitalism. It is based upon 
human nature as it is. It assumes that the 
selection of wise b iuiership is the great- 
est problem of man and that so far it 
has not been s<dved; that we have no 
Hpeeihe means for measuring the ability 
itf leadership in public life; that the 
specialist must tlevise a better means for 
our selecting leaders; that all forms of 
government and leadership have failed 
to solve the most fundamental problems 
of their people; that we may expect most 
gtjvei’nments to be overthrown when both 
the victors and vanquished realize that 
all their sutTerings have fullilled no 
promises of their leatiers; that even the 
lives of government leaders everywhere 
will not be considered important in com- 



parison wdth the sacrifice of millions of 
lives at their behest merely to preserve 
these failures in piwvei'. Nothing can save 
these governments except a radical revi- 
sion of policy. ^ ^ ^ 

“Individual economic security, govern- 
ment stability, unity of the people, pro- 
duction for defemse, and the full employ- 
ment of our people when the smoke b low's 
awmyt suggest our ilomcstic economic 
problems ami all of them depend upon the 
permanent solution of the unemployment 
problem. ' ^ * 

“There is no permanent solution to un- 
employment, except to find incentives 
w'hich w'ill increase the proniptness with 
which all classes spend, lend, or invest 
their money in ,such ways as to result in 
employment or production. There is no 
po,sitive solution to any ecoiumiie prob- 
lem unless it causes the continuous imwe- 
meiit of money, 

“A worker does not spend his wages 
]iromptly if he fears the loss of his job. 
Losing his job means that the customer 
or his employer has delayed using his 
money, ® * 

“Incentive laxation rew^ards with the 
lowest tax rates tho.se who employ more 
in proportion to their ability. 

“The promisers who do not tell the 
peiipk how they will fulfill their promises 
are to be ignored./'' 

One of the ptdnls of vieiv in this book 
of Mr. Hazdett Unit will intej'ost labor 
most is his castigation of the strike as 
the social weapon. Mr. HazeleU, accord- 
ing to his point of view, believe.^! that the 
strike is anti-social because it interrupts 
production and also the flow of money. 
He points out that “the maximum real 
income of workers occurs when all work- 
ers are fully employed ,all the time, and 
when the greatest demand foi- them 
exists, w’hich will occur when idle money 
is continuously taxed into wages.’*

J j* McAFEE, foreman. Salt Lake 
Lines & Service, and member of the 
■ International Brother itoou of 
E jjiCTRtCAL Workers, was honored re- 
cently by his company, the Utah Power 
and Lig:ht Company. The Utah Power and 
Light Company, Salt Lake City, is one 
of the dominant public utility companies 
of the West and it is noted for its good 
labor relations policy. 

Mr. McAfee, with four other workers, 
had 40 years of service with this utility. 

The workers of the Utah Powder and 
Light Company have what they call a 
Veterans Club. This group meets periodi- 
cally in a social w^ay and takes cognizance 
of the long service of its members to the 
company. Forty-three members of the club 
have bad 20 years of service: eight 35 
years of service, 12 30 year.^ of service, 
while 33 have 25 years of service. 

In addition to a beautiful medal given 
to Brother McAfee for his service, a purse 
of $100 w'as handed him. 

SERVED UNION ALSO 

Brother McAfee has distinguished him- 
self also by marked service to the union. 
He was one of the leaders in organizing 
the utility and bringing the comtmny into 
contract with the union. 

i. H. Blomquist, editor of “The Circuit," 
the official publication of the utility, is 
also a member of the union, and has given 
Brother McAfee a compUnientary notice 
in his publication. Brother Blomquist was 
at one time president of Local U nion 1 5T. 

Utah Power and Light Company has its 
principal offices in Salt Lake City, G. M, 
Gadsby is president and general manager. 
The company own,s and operates electric 
light and power properties in northern 
Utah, southeastern Idaho and southwest- 
ei-n Wyoniing. subsidiary, the Western 
Colorado Power Company, owns and op- 
eiates electric power and light properties 
in southw'estern Colorado. All in all, the 
Utah Power and Light provides electric 
service for 358 communities, comprising 
ii population of about 000,000. The com- 
pany also operates the street railway lines 
in Salt Lake City and vicinity. It serves 
Ogden, Ogden is a great center devoted 
to the mining and smelting ot copper, 
lead and silver ores. It has diversified in- 
dustries. 

The company owns 12 hydi'o-tdectric 
generating plants. It buys power f rom the 
Federal Power Commission from 12 other 
hydro-electric generating plants. Some of 
these plants are as follows: Cutler, ca- 
pacity 30,000 kilowatts; Grace, 44,000 
kilow'atts ; Olmsted, 12*700 ; Ashton, 5,800 : 
Cove, 7,500; Pioneer, 6.000; Wehiu% 2.600; 
Oneiila. 30,000. 


J. J. McAfee honored 
by President Gadsby, Utah 
Power and Light Co. 

The properties of the Utah Power and 
Light are in open and rough country. 
Frequent blizzards beat down upon the 
lines, and then the union linemen do their 
stuff. In one of the great blizzards of re- 
cent date line patrolmen performed a feat 
of heroism on the home front when they 
fought their way on skis through deep 
snow and blizzards to repair a broken 
transmission line, ami restored service to 
a vital war mine. 

Nightfall found them at the Dutchman 
Mine* five miles from their car* and still 
far away from the Yankee Mine* which 
needed the electric pow'er. One of the line- 
men became incapacitate<l in the storm. 
He was suffering. The other lineman 
found that his com pan ion condition w’as 
growing wwse and decided to set out 
alone to the mine over the drifts of snow. 
The blizzard continued. 

By nightfall the intrepid lineman had 
not returned to his sick friend. The sick 
man was housed in a nearby cabin. He 
would go intermittently to the door dur- 
ing the stormy night and lift his voice in 


order to guide his intrepid friend back to 
i^helter. Morning came and still the line- 
man had not made his appearance. There- 
upon* the sick man, though he was still 
ill pain* left the cabin and made hi,s way 
painfully and slowly five mile,s back to the 
car. But his companion vras not hurt. He 
iX'Hched the Yankee Mine at last, though 
the going was extremely tough on the 
trail from the cabin to the mine, with 
snow varying from five to 20 feet deep all 
the way. It took him 14 hours to make the 
three-mile trip, 4'he next morning he took 
two men from the mine and by tw'o o'clock 
that afternoon had the line repaired. 

The Utah Power and Light Company 
has su]rplied many essential industries. U 
has classed itself as an es,sential industry, 
and during the pre.sent crisis has advised 
its employees to stay on the job. But it 
makes plain, in a sense of fair play* that 
no man is frozen to his job. Workers are 
permitted to change their jobs if the new 
job contributes more to the war effort 
than the old job.

UNION LABEL TRADES AlHTtOVE 

During the latter part of the year 1942, 
the Union Label Trades Department ar- 
langed with the BrowTi and Williamson 
Tobacco Corporation, of Louisville, Ky., 
manufacturers of union label cigarettes, 
for the sale of union label Raleigh cig* 
arette.s to our unions f(»r shipment to our 
hoys in all branches of the fighting forces 
iiverseas. 


The plan is a very simple onef the un- 
ions desiring to make a contribution for- 
ward their check direct to the company in 
tami,sville. The firm immediately acknowl- 
edge,s receipt of the cheek and ships the 
cigarettes to the port of enibarkation 
which foniis the outlet to the country 
w'hcre the cigarettes arc to be distribu- 
tion free. For example, if a union directs 
that their contributloii be used for ciga- 
rettes for the boys in Auslratia, the o filer 
would dear through the San Francisco 
Fkrt of Embarkation. If the order is con- 
signed to North Africa* the order w'ouid 
dear through the Port of End>arkation in 
New York City. In each instance a special 
service ollicer of the ITnited States Army 
receives the cigarettc^s and directs their 
.shipment. When the cigarettes reach their 
destination, special otllcers of our armed 
forces accept them and supeivise their 
free di,stribution. There is no additional 
overhead expense for the distribution of 
the cigarettes anumg the members of the 
lighting forces. 

For every order of 5JMJ0 packs of union 
label Raleigh cigajxdtes, the corporation 
donates an additional eas*^ of 500 packs 
free, w^hich bi'ings the net cost of the 
union label cigarettes to four and one-half 
cents a package, Thc" cigarettes are 
packed w'ith a special sticker on each 
package of 20 cigarettc.s, bearing the name 
and addres,s of the donating organization, 
A message of greeting to be selected by 
the union is enclosed w'ith each carton. 
Two times each week ftmr unions are se- 
lected for reference on a world-wide radio 
hookup; one night on the Red Skelton pro- 
gram and the following night on the Tom- 
my Dorsey program.

It will have to de- 
cide what part the electrical construction industry is 
to play in rebuilding the world that was destroyed by 
war. It will have to decide on such problems as ter- 
mination of contracts w^ith government, reemployment 
of members in peacetime occupations, and it will have 
to speak with certainty and with accuracy. 

President Brown’s appointment of this committee 
is just another example of the progressive adminis- 
tration that is being given the membership from 
Washington, 


Force vs. The War Manpower Commission has 

Adminlslralive been a going concern for more than 
Competency one year. It is a fact that on the very 
day of its first meeting it had a prac- 
tical problem before it. That practical problem re- 
ferred to the transfer of w^orkers from one job classi- 
fication to another. The War Manpower Commission 
knew that this wm a problem in wartime because Eng- 
land and Canada had the same problem before them. 
One would think that in the period of 12 months fol- 
lowing the War Manpower Commission’,^ establish- 
ment that some administrative solution of this prob- 
lem W'Ould be forthcoming, but in that period of 12 
months the War Manpower Commission has done ex- 
actly nothing about this problem. 


Now only recently the administrator of the War 
Manpower Commission has issued an order that under- 
takes to solve this problem by sheer force and not by 
administrative competeiiey. The freezing of men to 
jobs is no answ^er to any administrative problem or 
any practical problem in the manpower field. It is a 
mere makeshift. It took no brilliance or skill to reach 
this decision. For 12 months the War Manpow^er 
Commission has performed exactly nothing. It has de- 
bated, it has talked, it has cried wolf, wolf! And now 
it has espoused force as a solution to a problem that 
should be solved by technical efficiency. 


Slow-up There is every indication that there will 
be unemployment in the midst of a so- 
called nianpow^er shortage before the summer is over, 
AH the facilities needed for our vast w^ar production 
are built ; many of the stores of materiel such as am- 
munition and tank.s have reached such abundance, so 
that, as a result, certain war industries are tapering 
off already and men are being thrown out of w^ork. All 
this is to be expected and is probably unavoidable 
but it certainly show’s that there is no reason whatso- 
ever for a labor draft act or even for an administra- 
tive mandate tying workers to their jobs. 

It has been the position of the Electrical Workers 
Journal for more than tw'o years that there has never 
really been any manpow^er shortage in this country, 
there has only been ineffective administration of man- 
power problems. As the summer approaches this will 
become increasingly evident. 


If .America Whatever faults Ihe United States has 
Fails as a nation, and they may be great, it 

still remains the most hopeful experi- 
ment in the world. In a vei\y real sense, the United 
States was a planned nation from the beginning. It 
grew out of the aspirations of common men for a 
better life than that w^hich they left behind in the 
old country, and it may be pointed out with accuracy 
that more recent newcomers to the country also left 
behind w^hat they considered an old w^ay of life to 
take on a new^ way. 

Our literature is filled with the recoi'd of these as- 
pirations, and an American philosopher says that 
America means opportunity and it has meant this to 
common men for generations. But because of the very 
freedom and tolerance implicated in the American 
system, there is ahvays a chance that the strong man 
will arise and become a dicta lor. We have had these 
threats before and w^e will have them again. With 
freedom of speech and action guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution, the marauder, Luidemocratic in aim and au- 
tocratic in purpose, may easily arise to overturn the 
traditions and set up some other kind of system. There 
is always this threat. It is a threat because implicated 
in human nature itself is the willingness to exploit and 
enslave. Abraham Lincoln said, “As I would not be 
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a slave, so I would not be a mastci'.” He meant, ot 
course, that he would not exploit other people, Bui 
many leaders who do not have the same inner check 
upon their own actions as Lincoln had believe that 
it is their God-i^iven right to exploit other people. 

In times such as these, that is in wartime, the 
threat of dictatorship always appears in malignant 
form, and it may be said, too, with historical accuracy, 
that there is always a tendency for the military forces 
of the country to back such kind of dictatorial power. 
Thi.s is, by-the-way, observation. But every Ameri- 
can should recall that the price of liberty is eternal 
vigilance, and turn with hard, shrewd opposition 
against any attempt of any group, whoever it may be. 
to seize power in wartime. 


The Future of Before many days go by, the Ameri- 
Social Security can Federation of Labor will have 
introduced in the Congress of the 
United States a new bill liberalizing the Social Se- 
curity program. In the main, the federation will ask 
for a national system of employment security. The 
present system is a federal-state system. The federa- 
tion has spent months of re.search in this field and has 
reached the conclusion that the best social insurance 
service to the members of the federation and to all 
wage earners will be given under a national system ot 
employment security. The national system will insure 
uniformity of payments and uniformity of policies. 
In addition the federation is prepared to recommend 
a widening of coverage for many workers now outside 
the social insurance program, and also seek to widen 
benefits to include disability insurance, health in- 
surance, and possibly one or two other types of bene- 
fits, The federation is taking a iirogressive stand. It 
i.s claiming leadership in this field, as it should, since 
it represents the principal beneficiaries of social in- 
surance. 

The federation’s bill is a good bill. It is in line with 
what the workers are standing for in England under 
the Beveridge plan, and it is close to the evolution of 
social security in this country. Every wage earner 
should study this bill and give it full support. There 
is a crisis in the social security camp. Only the woik- 
ers can pick up this program and carry it on to needed 
changes and a secure future. 


American Americans have learned in the last 10 

Individualism years to do more things together. But 
this does not mean that they have 
lost their individual initiative. Every time an Ameri- 
can goes forth to plant his victory garden he is making 
a declaration that the free individual man is capable 
of coping with difiiculties and making a contribution 
to the common good. Every time a farmer goes forth 
into his field, whether it be behind the old horse team 
or on top of a modern tractor, he, loo, is iulfilling the 
American philosophy of private initiative. Every time 


a woman gets along without a servant and does her 
own hoii.sc work, she, too, is making an individual con- 
tribution to the war effort. 

Those citizens who feel that the good old American 
spirit of private initiative i.s waning should have no 
fear. We are great people and we can be great in two 
lines, a.H individualists and a,s cooperators. 


Attention, One of the oldest, most efficient and 
Cooperatives successful cooperatives in the United 
States is the Central Wholesale Co- 
operative at Superior, Wis. It i.s a kind of clearing 
house for member societies, numbering 135. It has 
been in existence many years, and it may be said with 
assurance that it is a going concern. It operates a 
bakery, coffee roastery, and two feed mills, in addition 
to purchasing hundreds of thousands of dollars worth 
of products for its members. 

This succe.ssful cooperative has recently concluded 
its annual convention. One of the resolutions passed 
with a swee|)ing vote is of interest to all of the newer 
farm cooperatives under the REA, By resolution the 
Central Cooperative Wholesale reaffirmed its belief 
in the right of labor to organize unions and bargain 
collectively. It emphatically condemns anti-labor legis- 
lation now being pu.shed by some farm cooperatives. 
This comes from a society that numbers in its mem- 
bership about 40,000 farmer.s. 

The fact is that the cooperative movement has al- 
ways been close to the labor movement historically 
and ideologically. Those misguided farm cooperatives 
iindei- tlie REA who are now fighting labor are re- 
pudiating the very principles of cooperation upon 
which their societies are founded. 


Making I’uhlic One of the most interesting facts 
Opinion brought buck from his world tour by 

Wendell Witlkie involves the probing 
of public opinion by dictators. Here in America citizens 
believe that jiublic opinion is made naturally, chiefly 
through the press and radio. In dictatorial countries 
the ]U*ess and radio are controlled by the government 
and so dictators have their “Gallup Polks” to find out 
whal the citizenship is thinking and wishing. 

Here in the United States it is even hinted that the 
While House has its methods of finding out what 
citizens are thinking apart from the ciirrent channeks 
of the private press and the private radio. 

The fact is that neither the press nor the radio in 
the United States reflects much more than the opinion 
of 30 per cent of the citizens. Before anyone can dis- 
cover what America is really thinking about they must 
read the labor press which is of considerable scope if 
not inlluence outside of the labor movement. 

Finally all this might add up to the fact that citizens 
should go on making public opinion assiduously and 
without fear in order to elfect the destiny of the 
nation.

A RICH, decdtful up to h(?r 

ok) tricks. The National WomaiTs 
Party a^jain is trying to get its so- 
called Equal Rights Amendinent through 
Cungresa, Now, to niany of us in the labor 
movement, this 13 an old, old story, but we 
must be careful that through our iudinper- 
ence, or absorption in other matters, this 
harmless-looking but extremely danger- 
ous piece of legislatiou doesn't quietly slip 
by in the war-time? turmoik 

This is a bomb done up in very pretty 
wrappings — a ‘'booby trap/* as they call 
it on our African front. It preten<ls that 
it will confer on women an ‘'ei|ua]” status 
with men. What it actually %vould do, is to 
remove the special protection w'hich has 
been so laboriously written into state laws 
to compensate for the inequality which 
nature herself imposes. 

Take a look at this “booby trap’* which 
could send sky-high the great volume of 
legislation which labor unions and other 
socially-minded organizations havi? fought 
for — legislation for the special protection 
of women, but which has invariably 
■worked for the benefit of men also and of 
the nation itself, 

“Men and vv<»men shall have equal 
rights thrriu ghoul the United States 
in every place subject to its Juris- 
diciiim, 

“This Amemlmeiit shall not require 
untformily of legislation aiumtg (he 
several States, the District of Co- 
lumbia, the Terri tor ic'^s and posses- 
siiifis of the llulled States, 

“Congress shall have the p<iwer to 
enforce this Article hy appropriate 
legislation,** 

Looks perfectly innocent, doesiTt it? As 
it originally w'as written only the Hist 
ami thirii paragraphs w'cre included . The 
ssecond paragraph was udded in the resolu- 
tion's most recent session with the Sen- 
ate's judicial y subcommittee, ami what it 
means is in considerable doulit. The orig- 
inal resolution has been regularly intro- 
duced in every session of Congress since 
1923—20 years. 

This time it was reported favorably to 
the Senate Judiciary Committee by the 
subcommittee, then on April 12, 1943, the 
entire committee i“eported it favorably. 
Why is it that organized labor, includ- 
ing both the A, F. of L, and the C, L 0., 
is unalterably opposed to this “Equal 
Rights” Ameiidment? DoiTl, they believe 
in “rights for wanien*‘? Well, no, they 
don't. They don't Ixdieve ki the “right” to 
work long hours for poor pay, with bad 


health conditions — the right to be ex- 
ploited, The A, F. of L. in particular, be- 
cause of its long history, has fought on 
many occasions to raise the working stun 
dards af both men and women. This is not 
a matter which can be accomplished in the 
wink of an eye, like rubbing the magic 
ring and wishing for a beautiful palace 
In appear; it*s a process like building a 
,stone wall, fitting each stone to the ones 
around it, and chinking it w'ell with 
mortar to make a strong wall. To millions 
of people this wall truly represents prog- 
ress and protection. 

So now the National Woman’s Party 
wants to blow its trumpet and have the 
wall fall down.

Buy one-half pound ground beef 
or beef -and- veal. Beat one egg 
slightly, add one-half cup fine bread 
or cracker crumbs, and one-half 
cup of milk.

Inherent in that 
way cd’ life are all the laws and customs 
which have come into being to safeguard 
ami protect the health and well being of 
the w<imen of the country, particularly 
the wurking wrnnen. 1*hts nation is pre- 
pared to shed the blood of thousands of 
men to jj reserve our kind of civilized life. 
becHUsc world fascism which we are light- 
ing threutens it. In the light of this new 
situation, the proposed ‘Equal Rights* 
Amendment of the National Woman's 
Party is revealed in all its insidiousiie.ss. 
Fm* the imp<n t of that amendment is like- 
wise to strike flown and destroy those 
standai'ds- the vei y thing our country Is 
fighting t<i preserve. 

“Hut the proponents of the amendment 
say that their proposal olTers women 
equality, ami what could be more desir- 
able than that? Of course, we want equali- 
ty -real etiuality — but not the illusion of 
equality tlmt this amcmlmcnt ofiers. We 
want equality that would give us full po- 
litical ami <'ivll rights, full opportunity 
for eclucallon, full opportunity to work

When work 
is scarce, the shorter workweek and earlier 
retirement age at which older w'orkers may 
be pensioned shtiuld be iidopieii. When labor 
is scarce ami '.vork jdentirul, the workweek 
should be lengthened am! the retirement age 
increusotL .llitwever, there must always bti a 
living wage J'or all* Poverty nnd want cun tie 
abolished from this country ami our task is 
not as great as it is in other countries. They 
have scarcity and want. We have surplus or 
think we have, AVKat we really have is poor 
distributina. But more progress has boon 
made since I9:t2 to date than in any period 
three times as lifng in the history of our 
country* To put It plainly there has been more 
progress since President Roosevelt took office 
than in any other period in American his- 
tory." 

The mayor also s^iEd, "American labor has 
got to get together in one organization* The 
quicker w-o get unity the better it wdll be for 
the w'orking people of the country and the 


country itself." To those sea tt merits, w^e be-* 
lieve all can subscribe.

who upon leavinir hiffh school entfajtcd himself 
to learn a trade was looked upon as probably 
moronic by his more “normal" fellows, ivh« 
after a brief romp throuj^h some cinch courses 
in a school of “hiiiher learning" cxpecteil the 
world to dump Sts riches in their neatly -clad 
laps* 

Ours is, 1 think \ 1 expect to be contra- 
dicted J , the first apprentice-training agree- 
ment bet ween a municipally-owned utility and 
a local union* Our four-year training program 
has been designed to comply with all fitatc Ap^ 
prenticeship Standards* Our instructor, Broth- 
er M* E* Harrison, has received bis creden- 
tial; class room ami adequate training facili- 
ties have been provided by the utHIly; the 
first class of 15 have signed their indenture 
papers an<l the date has been set for our first 
night of instruction* Frankly* we are proud 
of our progress and of our commiUee w^ho 
made all arrangements* 

The training both on and off the job as now 
planned is* in my opinion, about as thorough 
as it is possible to have, and i am confident 
that those apprentices who complete this 
course and receive their diploma and journey- 
man’s card in Local No* IS will be better 
linemen than fiO per cent of those who have 
come up the hard way* Our only regret is that 
the cirss must of necessity he limited in

Brother Robert J* Buxbaum* president of the 
Maryland State and D. C. Federation of La- 
bor* was In constant attendance at the various 
sessions ami it was due to his efforts that 
labor gained what it did. 

Weekly benefits have been stepped up from 
a maximum of $20 per week to $23* Hospi- 
talization has been increased from $500 to 
$i5n* and at the direoLioii of the State liidut- 
triul Acciilent Commission, can be raised an- 
other $250* Where formerly written reports 
of accidents had to be made out within 10 
days of accident an oral report is now sufft- 
cient. When a workman breaks his glasses on 
the job he is noiv compensated for the time 
lost in having his broken pair replaced* 

Formerly when a casual employee was 
placed on n job and then hurt he did not col- 
lect compensation* Under the new law when a 
man works only an hour and is then hurt he 
is entitled to compensation. In the erse of loss 
of hearing, honefits were increased from a 
period of HH) weeks to that of 150 weeks* 
Frost bile nn(l occupational diseases are now 
covered. Doctors and employers are compelled 
to report any condition that may lead to oc- 
nipafinnnl disease under penalty of $250 if 
not reported. 

Insurance companies coUecteil premiums for 
various nml assorted reasons but when time 
came to pay off always resorted to court pro- 
cedure to heat the workingman out of his just 
due* Now they are compelled to pay' for what- 
ever type of doim they accepted premiums. 
All in all* we can be thankful to our repre- 
sentatives in the legislature and to our friends 
and to the governor for some great improve- 
ments in our compensation lawr^*

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thi? labor inoveTiient of the Northwest lost one 
of its most surcossful iind respected leaders 
one of its most sincere and faithful 
workers, 

Kor 16 years past he had been business 
nianapor of Local No. 76 and was one of the 
real leaders who time and ajrain stood by their 
own convictions in face of stronir opposition 
and later saw these eonvictions viniHcated. 
He was a leader, not a follow'er. 

During" those years of the depression, 
w'hen labor was striving to maintain as inany 
as possible of It-s comliUons gained through 
years of costly struggle, H rot her Morrissette 
w‘as one of a small group who devoted their 
time anti energies and personal resources to- 
ward formulating a plan for the recovery and 
putting that plan into effect progressively 
just ahead of the recovery; an<l to this groupj 
the labor movemenl of the Northw-est is 
greatly indebted for its complete recovery and 
gains made since. And while the immediate 
efToris were principally with the huilding 
trades^ the results w-ere fur* reaching and 
affected the w^holc labor movement, either di- 
rectly or indirectly. The jdans furmulated and 
policies adopted by this group have since been 
mhtpted in principle in many other sections 
of the country, 

Hia work took him us a delegate to all the 
centra] Imdies of this Jurisdiction^ and these 
in turn led him into the activities and dclilj- 
e [‘nit it) ns of public and semi -public organiza- 
tione.

As a member of the conference board of the 
ftuilding and Construction Trades Council of 
Pierce County, he sat in conferences between 
contractors and the varions unions and w'as 
looked to and respected by both parties for 
hU fair dealings and faith fu I services. 

As a member of the industrial committee 
of the rhamber of Commerce, he took an ac- 
tive |mrt in the business life of I'aeoma and 
the Northwest and his services were sought 
by hi^th the employer and labor groups. 

During all these years there was not ea 
hour of any day hut chat he was available 
for his fellow w'orkers. 

And throughout these years, through thick 
and thin, through hard times and good, his 
gooii wife stood wdlb him und shared the ups 
and liowms* To her we offer our deep and 
heartfelt sympathies and appreciation of her 
help and of the spirit in w^hich it w'as given. 
And to her and to his sister we can give

Dr. Emery M, Porter, 
president of the Providence Medical Associa- 
tion, is w'orried about the workers who may 
receive siek benefits in addition to wages or 
salaries paid by omployerK* sick benefits 
from company sponsored funds, or accident 
compensation payments. 

1‘he good doctor is afraiil that, under cer- 
tain conditions, it may be more profitable, in 
a monetary sense, for a worker to be out sick 
or on the injured list Ihaii working. .As if it 
tvere ever profitable to be sick or broken in 
body! 7*he additional money received by those 
fortunate enough to get it is hardly ever 
enough to pay for the udiiitionnl e.xpcnsc of 
doctors' bills, inedicine^ and inciclentals that 
go w'ith sickness. 

The law may have its faults, nevcrthelesst it 
is M step in the right iiireetion. As tvorkers, 
wo should make it our husirieas to keep an 
eye cm it, try to have it Improved and^ if need 
]>e, fight those who wtuihl weaken it in any 
way.

unions in Kansas, after delaying until the la.it 
possible minute. (*h airman Meskimen, of the 
Railway Clerks, announced that the Brother- 
hootl will file a test case on the constitution- 
ality of the drastic new law. I will try lo 
point out the provbions that this unheard-of 
law demands as published in the Labor Re- 
view. of Hutchinson, Kans, 

To begin with, the law is not a regulatory 
measure. It is a criminal statute. It provides 
no supervision over uniona. U does invoke the 
police power of the state against union pme- 
tieea, Home of which never before have been 
considered disorderly. It contains 16 prohiln- 
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tiofis H^ninist aetivilk's specifically listcii. H 
lioGS prohibit sit-down strikes, although there 
has never been a sil*down strike in the hifttory 
iff the state. It pruhil>itH picketing violence, 
which already is p re hi in ted by feeler id laws 
mid other statiites. 

Under the aectiori fvrohihiting ^'aecnEidary 
buyeotts" the lanjruaKC of the law wmild 
make it criminal of the housewife who de- 
nnimU the union liibtd on an article and re- 
fuaes to patronize the store vchkh does not 
supply it. She must not >ro ebewhere to hll 
her wants on pain of fine or imprisonniont 
under strict interpretation of the lanKUiifre 
of the law. IT IS THAT UOOFY! The law 
provides that actions ai^ainst unions SHALL 
l>e heard by the court WITHOUT a JtrHV, 
Thus denying anderU right of free men trial 
by jury.

Editor: The recent notice from the interna- 
tional .-secretary, notifying Eocal union offi- 
cers that the practice of charging non-union 
men u fee for the privilege of working on 
jobs within the jurisdiction of such local 
unions must stop, will, no doubt, cause a 
great deal of comment* It will be obeyed, 
however* because the idea behind this order 
doubtless is to organize the man who floats 
around the country from one locality to an- 
other, wdthoul ever having the opportanuity 
of belonging to the union. He is charged a 
fee that is not applied to any ap|>Ucation, in 
fact, usually no applicatioi] forms are offered 
him. and, on the completioii nf the job or at 
the first lay-off, he packs hia kit and moves 
on L[i the next large city where there may be 
a shortage of tnechanres. At mi time does he 
carry a card or [yay per capita to the head 
office* yet frequent requests to the L O. for 
assistance, biith financial and physical, from 
districts where these men are allowed to 
work are the or<ier. That, roughly* is my in- 
terpretation of this bead office edict* and as 
union nieri in the business of creating more 
union men, we must agree w'ith it. 

Yet human nature being whut it is* the 
members who have carried cards for any 
length (if time* especially duriiig- the recent 
long spell Ilf idlenesis* will naturally feel a 
little l>iUer towards the mitii who belonged 
to a disli'ict that had iiri organization yet 
made no i fforl to join and help carry the load 
of maintaining wages anri conditions, 

AVhen contractors ami industrial plants 
started up on war contracts this type of man 
wns in die forefront with suggestions of what 
we, us union men, should do to improve his 
conditions* and for us to meekly hand him an 
application and a put on the back goes a lit- 
tle against the grain* unlesi} he paid a little 
extra in the way of probationary fee. This 
fee* of course, would stay in the local union 
office. No payment was due the 1* D. until his 
official Jippllcaiioa was accepted. 

Then there is the man who bus crashed the 
trade with no qualifications other than u 
desire to work as an eku'lrU'ian at a higher 
rate of pay than he wtudd receive un the 
farm. With the present shortage of labor this 
type is growing more prevalent* and, in self 
defense, we are compelled to organize them 
with full privileges of a first class mechanic* 
Examining committee.^, license board and 
even employers will make any number of cx- 
CU.SCS for this man on the pretext of helping 
the war effort, but let the demand for men 
<irop and this man becomes a problem in your 
orgr uizai ion. He will demand to be sent to 
work when men are called for and will he 
promptly and frequently fired. This will con- 
tinue until any reputation your office had for 
supplying first class workmen wdll vanish. 

The firuhation. or permit fee. was felt by 
many to help nut this conditinn in that while 
(here were emphiycrs who would hire this 
man under present conditions, mid we would 
allow hi EH to w^ork rather than ada^it we 
could supply no further men from our rolls, 
this fee and his probationary curti could be 
cancelled shouhl he l»e unable to prove hi3 
right tu be in the trade. 

The officers and executive board along with 
some of the mote prominent members ten- 
dered a dinner to the conlrnctors in the 
King Edward Holel. Brother Shaw reports the 
main dish us being filet iiilgnon (him and his 
education). The contractors report the main

ludiUyr: At this WTiting all eyes are directed 
toTvard John L, Lewis anil his half million 
mine W'orkers who are threatening n eompiete 
shutdown of the nation^s coal mineSj begin- 
ning May L when eoi.it facts between the 
union and the coal operators expire. John 
Lewis at this time is set in his demands to 
scrap the Little Steel Formula and bring 
about increases in wages to compensate for 
the rising cost oI living. It looks like a knodt- 
down drag-out light between I,ewis and Presi* 
dent Itonsevelt. 

The President has stated that the Little 
Steel Formula would be stridly followed by 
the Wm Lai ml Board in estrthlijshirig w^agcs 
and ceiling prices on all commodities affect- 
ing the cost of living. This 15 per cent wage 
increase limit as of January 1, 1941. is in- 
adequate at this time to compensate for soar- 
ing Ousts of living. As computed by aomc of 
our most conscrvati%"e sources, the figures on 
the increased costs of living show between 2a 
and 3a per cent increase over the period since 
January 1, 1D43. While wages are frozen. 
Congress has ttirned down tho P resident V, 
proposition limiting salaries to $2a,00G per 
year. 

We al! are well aware of the shrinking pur- 
chasing price of the dollar. Oiling prices in 
most cases arc a joke. Potatoes arc bringing 
a dollar a peck today in comparison to the 
ceiling price of 5P cents; butter that used to 
cost 35 cents a pound now costs 9fl cents; 
meat that used to bring 40 cents per pound 
now brings G5 cents, and so 1 could go down 
the list. In every case the cost of products in- 
creEsed nearly 100 per cent. Still our wages 
arc froSicn and we are not supposed to be able 
to do anything about the tnattcr. The enforce- 
ment of nPA regiilationa amuuntL) rerily to 
nothing, lilaek iMarkets arc tloarishtng 
everywhere. While labor is supposed to have 


repres«nt£tion on QPA boards, nothing has 
happened about the rnatter. To my knowledge 
not one member of labor ts included on any 
of the local war priee and rationing boards in 
this county, and in most cases it is the same 
throughout the country. 

The recor<l of labor in the war effort has 
been remarkable. 

Locally we are once more back ti» normal. 
The construction of Camp Sh,:,nki', New York 
Embarkation Port, Is about completed. Dur- 
ing the construction peak we had about 300 
out-of-town Brothers employed on the project, 
('oruli lions on the job were the best, and the 
most cordial relations prevailed betwfscn the 
coni ractoTS, the government and the union. 
The outside electrical distribution contract 
was perfonned by the Port Chester Electrical 
Construction Corp. This firm also has all 
maintenance in connection with the construc- 
tion. The interior wiring was done by Rpil.zer 
FU'Ctric Cc. This project, one of the largest 
Army ct’mps in the coimtTy,. was completed in 
seven months time. The general eon tractors, 
Poirier-McLane- Caul dwell Wingate Co., op- 
erating on a 24- hour schedule and against 
severe weather conditions, during one uf the 
worst winters in history, svere able to finish 
their contract well alieatl of schedule.

: The word "wireless ' gave wny to 
^^radio’^ jind the air was cluttered up with ham 
operators. As the game was new' and the air 
was unrustricted* there %vere many weird 
antennae from which many strange mdses 
were receivcfi and sent. Such w^ortSs as UX, 
heterodyne, grid-bias and Urw-loss coil Imcame 
familiar phrases. 

During this period there were two amateur 
radio cntliusiasts. Their names were Riil 
Eitel am! Jack McCn Hough. These two men 
went deeper into this new interest than most 
of the hams. They stayed with it. grew up in 
tL lived wilh it, and lost many htmrs'^ sleep 
over it. but they stuck to it. They went into 
radio service work* and from that beginning 
went to work in the lleintz and Kaufman 
radio factory. Bill Eitel and Jack McCullough 
had met in ll»2b through the radio contact, 
and four years later found themselves work- 
ing together in the same plant building radio 
equipment and malting vacuum tubes. They 
both had same ideas of their own about how' 
vacuum tubes should be made — they were 
laughed at, hut they went ahead developing 
their iiieas* and liy lh34 had come to the 
point where these ideaa had to be rcalixetl. 

This WHS right in the middle of the ^lepres- 
svon. hoi they decided to risk everything on 
their ideas so they quit their jobs, borrowed 
no and rented a vacant butcher shop in 
San Brumi, Calif., and with < ar| Porter, whu 
also quit Heintz and Kaufman to go wilh 
them, started to make vacuum tubes by hand. 
They had none of the insiruments* machines, 
orocesses or techniques of torlay. They had 


only their idea anc] the will to make it work. 
Two more men who lie Moved in thidr idea 
went to W'ork for them. They are Ronald (ior- 
don. whir is the San Bruno plant glass expert, 
ami Gordon How'es, who is the ji resent Salt 
Lake plant production manager. 

At that time Bill Eitel was doing all the 
glass work single-handed. With this inhlition 
to their crew they took three weeks to turn 
out five lubes which they intended to show at 
a "hnin convention^' in Fresno, (‘ulif* When 
they arrived in Fresno they found that the 
seals had cracked ami every tube wais ruined. 
They fought and battered their way through 
tough obstacles that confvanted them at every 
turn, but a little nty of sunshine broke 
through the clouds* rn<l bit by bit their tubes 
began to be known among the hams es the 
tube that could take it. 

Einiac tulies are now useil in police trans- 
mitters* airline communication systems and 
commercial radio everywhere today. The same 
quality that Bill Eilel ufui Jack Alcl'ullough 
built by hand iiiln their first tu!>es iii the 
back nf a .San Bruno butcher shop. Utdiiy is 
aiding in no small me“Mure in the auccesHes iif 
our armed forces on a score of fronts* That 
quality w'oM for Eiinac the coveted Army- 
Navy *'K" award for e.xccdlence in September. 
Ih42. 

In July, ly42, Eimac started a second plant 
in SaL Lake rity with a number of key men 


frojn the San Bruno piiint, which now equals 
the San Bruno plant in size. 

While Eirnac started in a vacant butcher 
shop iheir business grew until this >hop rnuld 
no longer hold the business and was moved 
to the present site. This plant has since been 
enlarged new huUdings added- until they 
now are working three shifts and have several 
hundred employees. *Much of the machinery 
uikI equijiment has been developed anfl built 
at the plant in o]ic of the best -cquipp-oi ma- 
chine shops ill any plant* Experimental hibo- 
ratories taring out many new things in the 
vacuum tube field, and they are cunsUantly 
working to improve their product* 

During this rapid growth at the San Bruno 
plant the electrical ec|uipment wa,s enlarged 
and ndfleti to* piece by piece, until it had got- 
ten beyond control. The Ihirter Electric Com- 
pany. of 1500 rhurch Street, Ban Framisco, 
was given the job of re-wiring ihe plant. 
There could he no shii! dawns, and new sv% jteh- 
bour<!s were buill nnd equipmeui is being 
trf nsfe] rc{|* one piece at, a time* ta these new 
boards. A crew- of !h (dtut rieians hufi been 
working for several mouths re- wiring the old 
buildings anti wiring the newr ones. 

The three 1.70-kw transformers in the 
vault were loaded ta enpacity* so three new' 
specially-huilt We.stinghouse 3il3-kw trans- 
formers w’ere recently insUilled. Besides these

The firemen on these 
trains spend most of their time trying to 
learn something that does not interest them, 
ami the duties that they are supposeil to ac- 
tually do are very poorly performed, and the 
cost of parts to these machines in replace- 
ments and repair is ruiiiiliig very high. These 
green men playing around in the low and high 
voltage cabinets are dining with voltages that 
demand respect, hut being unaccustoiTied to 
their danger, they arc taking groat ehances. 

There are many failures every day on the 
diesel units that arc costing these companies 
thousands of dollars ilaily, and if compared 
to the stop and start of years ago their ligures 
would run out of sight. Our men have been 
^eul uut oil the line of roads hu ml reds of 
times Vr*hen the diesel has failed and a Hteam 
engine would bo pulling it in. And in practi- 
cally every case after Just a few miimtes of 
looking her over and a few adjustments she 
would crank up and go on her own power, The 
firemon are truly flops for this w<irk and 
should not be in the power house, but I agree 
again, they should he with the engineer. The 
railroads should get 'wise to themselves for 
unee without being pushed to put competent 
men in the proper places. They eternally 
preach safety, saving, and cost. The time is 
certainly right for them to wake up ami make 
their saving of thousands of dollars daily 
with men of the electrical field maintaining 
their floating power bouses.

‘^covered employment’' so that he w'oidd 
have full protection and build up henefu 
rights while in the armed foixc.s* 

Under u bill introduced in the last Con^ 
gross by fornier Congressman Thomas 
Eliot, of Ma*s*sachu setts, and supported by 
the *A* F. of L** military service wcmld be 
classed as '’covered employment,^' Service* 
men would not be required, however, to 
pay contributions. Additional costs in- 
curred because of their coverage would be 
paid by the government from funds in the 
general Treasury, For benefU purposes, 
the serviceman would be deemed to have 
earned during his service a monthly wage 
of $100, or the amount of hi.s average 
monthly wage up to $250 during the year 
immediately preceding his induction, 
whichever is higher. If military pensions 


are available to a servicemnn^s survivors, 
the social security bene fits tvould not be 
payable under this bill* 

Another bill introduced into the new 
Congress by Senator Green, of Rhode Is- 
land carries similar provisions* 

The administration is understood to fa- 
vor thi*s latter method of protection for 
servicemen, since under it the worker is 
not penalized by reason of his military 
service* The President also is understood 
to favor action at the time the olher pro- 
posed amendments to the ^Social Security 
Act are considered. Actitm* when taken* 
would doubtless be made ret inactive.

if it were not for the needs of tile war this 
dam would not have been built at this 
time* We knew that if we failed, certain 
essential weapons of war would be late.

AVith that kind of 
a feeling in your bones, it was 
for you to carry on under conditions that 
at times must have seemed almost more 
than could be borne.

Note the statement: “They provide a 
posl-gf iiduate conrse in the run-around.** 
The signifieanec Is that it is very diffi- 
cult to find out which agency deals with 
what, and after the proper agency is 
founds a proper answer still cun n not be 
had. Much criticism, especially from the 
representatives of government agencies, 
has been heaped upon the people in or- 
ganised lalx)r because of jurisdictional 
disputes. If there is any IiisLiuioe in which 
the question of jurisdiction arises more 
frequently than it does between govern- 
ment agencies, 1 have not yet had the oc- 
casion to become acquainted with it. 

If the huge masiacs of approxuiiiitely 60 
inillicjn manual workers, clerical, agricultural 
and other workers, prefer to proceed under 
the bureaucratic system, then, of course, they 
must recoticile themselves to the regulations, 
restrictions and domiruitiuns imposed by gov- 
ertinieiit as a result of our bureaucratic sys- 
tem. They must rfconcilc themselve.'i to the 
ruthlessuess with which, consciously or other- 
wise, people who become govermnent repre- 
sentatives proceed in carrying out the rules, 
findings and, toi:i frequently, whims of such 
bureaus or agencies. 

For illustration, one of the agencies insists 
that ivhcn an agreement is negotiated w'itb an 
employer operating a plant for that agency, 
a seniority provision designed by that agency 
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muit be written in the agreement. Note the 
significance of their position. The seniority 
clause is written by that agency and the 
other parties to the agreement must accept 
it. There is no cHoirc. They must also recon- 
cile themselves to the delays, pnalponements 
and buck-passing in which government agen- 
cies ore so apt. Again expressing it ns "Iron 
Age“ does, “They provide a post-graduate 
course in the run-around.“ 

There soema to be a peculiar ntFliclion with 
which people hecomc inoculatcil once they be- 
come represen tr lives of governmenL One of 
these representatives of government informed 
nie that the rulings of the government agen- 
defi are likened to the philosophy that the 
govern men t is king and the king can do no 
wrong. Another one made the statement: 
“Mr, Wegener, someone must be wrong and 
it cannot be l.“ Mon Ho not ohango merely by 
becoming representatives of government. 

There is no di Here nee in thorn morally, 
physically or mentally. They still have the 
same human frailties, regardless of their walk 
of life. Therefore, regulatiuns which they 
impose can very definitely be wrong, 

Sfid to say, it is nvy impression that some 
of the representatives of government agencies 
exTject more than a proper respect for the po- 
sitions they hold- They grant conferences in 
a condescending manner. They expect anyone 
granteii such privilege of a eonferoneo to be 
humble when appearing before them* and 
ihey regard any one who has the temerity to 
disagree with the manner in which the agen- 
cies are being operated, rs just another mal- 
content, Republican or anii-New Healer. 

My experiences with the bureaucratic sys- 
tem have not been satisfactory, I have seen 
enough of it to cause me to withhold my ap- 
proval for the recsona 1 have given and for 
the further reason that it bears all the as- 
pects of the first steps toward regimentation 
and a military form of government. 

Authority can be ami is a dangerous asset 
when given to certain people. Add to that au- 
thority the powder of martial law with the 
power of enforcement by the sword nnd gun. 
and there is subjugation — the very thing our 
boys are fighting against in the war against 
the Axis nations. .According to the public 
press, one of the moves in that direction is 
the establishment of a military tmini ng school 
in Kansas for tho purpose of oHucuting busi- 
ness men on milititry procedure. 

Because of all of this, 1 feel that the agen- 
cies are becoming u sword of l>amoclei? over 
the heads of the working people. We are fast 
reiiehing tho stage where latior unions will 
cither yield to the will of the agencies or be 
flisposed of.

Resent- 
ment and despondency will surely be wide- 
spread in the tkTeated and conquered na- 
tions — feelings inspired by disillusion- 
ment in leaders who have let the people 
down so often tmd so badly, even abantloii- 
ing them with no regard to their fate* 
-This may seem Loo gloomy^ a picture. But 


let me remind you that now* and in the 
future, everlastingly, we have working 
with us a force stronger than hate. A 
force, which if coupled with the enemy 
now so destructively released in aggres- 
sion* will indeed make the world free. This 
constructive force goes by many names, 
frowned upon* I regret to say* by some 
scientists as not being subject to proof. It 
is brotherhood, charity, love — ^the force 
for good in each of us* We have not yet 
vised this force as we should ; nor have we 
yet been able to put “love^* in a test-tube. 
In fact, we have been so bu.sy harnessing 
our environment that we have IcanuMi 
relatively little about man himself. 

Here, then, is a challenge to science and 
the future, A challenge to you and the 
futiJie* Some of you may have read or 
seen Robert Sherwood*& fine play, “There 
Shall Be No Night.’’ Tf any of you boys 
and girls have entertained a doubt that 
there is no longer room for the pioneer in 
science, these words should still it. The 
central character of the play says: 

“You have heard it said that the days 
of explomlian are over’ — that there arc 
no more lost continents^ — m> more Eldo- 
rado a. But I promise you that the great- 
est of all adventures in exploration is 
still before u.s — the exploration of man 
himself — his mind — his spirit — the 
thing we call his character — the quality 
which has raised him above the beasts* 
‘Know thyself/ said the oracle. After 
thousands of years, we still ilonT know* 
Can we learn bpfnre it is too late?" 

You see, we need you and thousands 
like you, for the world we build will be 
your world and your child reiTs. Science 
needs not only the talent and the skill 
to acquire new knowledge, but the spirit 
and the faith to apply knowledge for the 
welfare of men* women, and children 
everywhere. 

Among countless millions, there is to- 
day a growing sense of fellowship, i\ 
growing will to have done with destriic- 
tinn, and to release ins t ear i mankiners 
capacity for peace. This underlying faith 
stems from the sure knowledge that prac- 
tical application of science can be used 
with the same revolutionary effects in 
Hdvhff/ life as it has been used to destroy. 
Wc have only begun to glimpse the fu- 
ture’s promise; 1 know that these young 
men and women* armed with the disci- 
plined freedom of science* will help ful- 
fill it.

have received letters from all parts of the 
Avorld from the boys in the service ac- 
knowledging receipt of these union label 
Raleigh cigarettes* A cablegram was re- 
ceived ri^(timtly from General Mac Arthur’s 
headquarters acknowledging receipt of a 
shipment of cigarettes and advising that 
they hail been (Jistributed fir.st to the boys 
in the hospitals and then to the boys in 
combat service* 

This plan wa.s originally conceived to 
offset anti-union propaganda among the 
armed forces* Certainly, w'hen the boys 
receive a gift of union label cigarettes in 
some foreign country it will have a great- 
er moral effect upon them than to read a 
slashing denunciation of organized labor 
ill a daily newspaper. From personal con- 
tact with the men in the armed forces we 
have found that they place cigarettes 


above anything else that we could send 
them* 

The Union Label Trade Deiiartment re- 
ports that local unions adiliated to the 
INTEIIKATIONAL BEIOTJIEKHOOD OF ELEC- 
TRICAL WoHKERHt Up 10 March 31, have 
purchased 4,772,200 cigarettes* 

It is proposed to continue this solicita- 
tion for union labor Raleigh cigarettes 
for overseas distribution for the duration 
of the war* This plan became effective at 
a most opportune time. The War Depart- 
ment ruled that indiviiJual packages could 
not be for^varded to individual members 
of our fighting forces without the ap- 
proval of the commanding officer at the 
front. This order prevents the shipment 
of an individual caiUm of cigarettes. The 
order doe.s not affect the plan outlined 
above. Your continued cooperation will be 
appreciated by the men in the armed 
services*
